Mr. Edmund Vick Curry, 93, our beloved husband and father entered peacefully into the arms of 
his Lord on Sunday, Jan. 21, 2007 in Pascagoula surrounded by his wife and daughter. Mr. 
Curry was born Sept. 26, 1913 in Fremont, Ala. 


Before moving to the gulf coast, Mr. Curry proudly served his country from 1941 to 1945, he 
entered as a private and left as a corporal. He served in four branches of the Army: Coast 
Artillery, Military Police, Ordnance and Adjutant General, he also served in the South Pacific on 
Okinawa Island during WWII. He graduated from East Central Junior College in Decatur, Miss. 
before graduating from the University of Southern Mississippi in 1946. Under the GI Bill, each 
summer thereafter, was spent pursuing a graduate degree at George Peabody College for 
Teachers, which is now part of Vanderbilt University in Nashville, Tenn. There he achieved a 
master of arts with a major in history. Mr. Curry never missed a year of teaching while being 
encouraged by the GI Bill to continue his education in the summers from 1951 to 1954, to 
include gaining a triple A license in administration. He worked in the Pascagoula School District 
as a teacher, principal of Pascagoula Junior High, assistant principal and administrator until 
1977, and touched the lives of many. Mr. Curry served on the Pascagoula City Council from 
1972 to 1976. He was a proud member of First United Methodist Church of Pascagoula where 
he started teaching Sunday school in 1946, was a youth counselor, taught Bible Class for 
Methodist men, and in 1950 was the first Director of Youth for Christ in Pascagoula. 


Mr. Curry leaves loving memories to his loving wife, since 1952, Pauline Forsman Curry; his 
beloved daughter, Vicki (Phillip) Magee; his godchildren, Lindsay Faith Wilson, Paul G. Wilson, 
and Laura F. Wilson; and many nieces, nephews, cousins, and many other relatives and friends.
